It 18 possible to sall 1,000 miles ont
from the southern points of Australla
and New Zouland and still be as far
from any other land, and the same may
be done In a westerly direction from
Cape Horn, Indeed, from this polnt
n much longer distance might be reach-
od, for the southern Paclfic between
the Horn and New Zealand covers o
spnee of 80 degroes of longitode and
40 of Iatitude of absolutely unbroken
sea, making Its central point over 1,200
miles from anywhere,
